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A WORD TO THE TEACHER 

The Kendall Primer, the preparation of which was 
begun a number of years ago with the assistance of 
Miss Caroline I. Townsend, 1 introduces children to the 
printed page by means of a delightful continued story. 
It depicts the adventures of Bob and Betty, with 
Rab their dog and Tab their cat, their father, mother 
and baby sister, and their friends John and Jean. 

Bob and Betty play fascinating games, such as 
blowing bubbles, hide-and-seek, dolls, soldier, and 
drop the handkerchief. They have guessing contests. 
They work with their father and mother, and take 
trips with them. They study bees, birds, and farm 
animals. They make toys and Christmas presents. 
They shop. They play in the snow. They celebrate 
a birthday. In short they live the normal lives of 
happy little American children. 

By means of these everyday experiences, the primer, 
starting with the simplest words and phrases, builds 
up a working vocabulary of over 242 common words, 
repeating them -again and again until they are per-

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fectly familiar. These words are so fundamental that 
a child who has used the Kendall Primer as a basal 
book will be able to take up other primers of equal 
difficulty and find himself perfectly at home. 

To make the book still more attractive, the greater 
part is arranged in conversational form. The chil- 
dren talk together, ask questions of their parents, or 
give directions to one another. Thus many of the 
stories may be dramatized. Others can be played as 
games. Others furnish material for nature work and 
school room activities. 

In fact so lifelike and natural are the experiences 
of these children, and so well do they fit into the home 
and school life of any boy or girl of equal age, that 
he will constantly read into the stories his own wishes 
and activities, and will be thus able to overcome me- 
chanical difficulties almost unconsciously because of 
his interest in the content of the book.
